sweeping 
across Europe.'

Luther had met the Roman church 
and had given his never-to-be for­ 
gotten answer, those people who ac­ 
cepted the belief as expressed in the 
Augsburg Confession 
(1530) 
were 
recognized as Christian and allowed 
to continue in this faith. The Ger­ 
man Bible was given to the world in 
1534 and on October 4, 1535. the 
first 
printed 
English 
Bible 
was 
brought from the press. 
A special 
commemorative committee in con­ 
junction with the American Bible 
society lias not left a stone unturn­ 
ed in the effort to have every Bible 
lover give the proper celebration to 
this anniversary between October 4 
and December 8.

Church Group Openly Defies 
Order Issued by Nazi Officials 


Berlin, Dec. 4 (AP). — Leaders of 
the German Protestant Confessional 
synod, following with action their 
announced defiance of Nazi dicta­ 
tion, ordained five ministers Tues­ 
day. 
The government took no action to 
disturb the ceremony in suburban 
St. Anne’s church, in spite of the 
announcement by Hans Kerri, head 
of the department of church af­ 
fairs. that the synod could not in­ 
duct ministers. 
The ordination followed a declara­ 
tion by a spokesman for the confes­ 
sional synod that its members would 
ro t abide by Kerri’s ruling, which 
took from them all administrative 
and authoritative rights. 
Several Hundred at Service 
Several hundred members of the 
synod heard the Rev. Otto Dibelius 
tell the ministerial candidates: 
"We do not know what hardships 
the near future may have in store 
for us but we shall cling to our 
God.’’ 
Reminding them of the serious­ 
ness of their personal positions and 
that of the church, the Rev. Dibelius 
admonished the young clergymen to 
“do everything of un administrative, 
spiritual and authoritative nature if 
God demands it.” 
He took as his text Elijah’s flight 
into the desert, saying, "We believe 
there will always be those Biblical 
seven thousand who do not bend 
their knees before false gods."

The Rev. Dibelius and the Rev. 


terest of Evangelical church unity, 
a spokesman for the synod declared 
Kerri had been told November 27 
by Bishop Karl Koch that the synod 
could not co-operate with Kerri if 
this action were taken.
